DRY SKIM MILK AT 
HALF' PRICE 

Now that Grecnbelters are be¬ 
ginning to use skim milk in quan¬ 
tity, it is time they were let in on 
—zr-trttte secret. The wholesale price 
of dry skim milk (in a 50-lb bag) is 
17*4 cents—half the regular retail 
price (35c' set by Borden’s and 
followed by GCS. In a 250-lb. pack¬ 
age the price is about I 6 V 2 cents. 

Clearly, here is an opportunity 
for GCS management to render a 
service to the community. They 
can pay off on the promise of con* 
sumer cooperation; namely, to pro¬ 
mote CONSUMER WELFARE as 
an end in itself. In line with this 
spirit I suggest: 

1 - GCS put up dry skim milk in 
a 5- or lC-lb. bag. suitably wrapped 
at a price that reflects a relatively 
low markup, such as exists on 
staples as flour or sugar. Of course 
there would be a packaging cost to 
cover. 

2 - Promote skim milk as a 
source of milk for drinking pur¬ 
poses. If GCS can promote Weston 
Cookies, Wines, and What Not, how 
about promoting something that 
will enable a family to save the 
price of five week’s groceries? It 
wouldn’t hurt to pass out sample 
cups of chilled reconstituted skim 
milk in the store. Here is a project 
for the education committee. If 
properly mixed, the fine taste of the 
product would amaze many people. 

F’or the larger user of dry skim 
milk who is willing to take the 
trouble, there are two relatively in¬ 
expensive sources of dry skim milk 
open to him: 

Source 1 - Land O’ Lakes Cream¬ 
eries, 458 II St.. S.W., Washington, 
sells a 50-lb. bag at 17 % cents a 
pound. The bag has to be picked 
up at a warehouse in Washington. 
A 50-lb. bag shared by two families 
who use it for drinking can be 
quite manageable. In any case do 
not plan to hold it for more than 8 
weeks. 

Source 2 - ESCA, 331 11th St 
S.W., Washington (vicinity of Dept 
of Agriculture Building). This Is 
a government employees coopera¬ 
tive that sells dry skim milk in a 
5-lb. bag at 22 cents a pound. Since 
it is sold in an ordinary paper bag, 
one has to be sure to transfer it to 
an airtight container as soon as 
he gets it home. 

At 22 cents a pound, skim milk 
is about 4 X A cents a quart. Add an-

Greenbelt; review of personnel pol¬ 
icy, practices and wage scale in 
view of the possible wage freeze 
and manpower shortage; expan¬ 
sion in Greenbelt with the thought 
of reviewing present services, im¬ 
provement recommendations and 
the accomplishment of such recom¬ 
mendations; and promotion, large¬ 
ly in the province of Takoma Park. 

In the genera* manager’s report, 
•Sam Ashelman stated “we are in 
the midst of a price squeeze, with 
more and more items going up and 
margins declining.” GCS is paying 
12c more for veal and lamb and 4c 
more on beef. Many items in* the 
v r arehouse are now being sold be¬ 
low cost. 

Ashelman told the board that a 
long term loan of $175,000 with 
Farm Bureau had been approved, 
but the contracts for the new drug- 
variety store have not been drawn 
up. The Board will see the con¬ 
tracts and terms of lease before 
they are signed. Majority of the 
equipment for the new food store is 
in and most of it is paid for. Work 
on the fountain in the Greenbelt 
drug store is underway, but no 
definite date for completion has 
been given. 

Because there’s been difficulty 
finding the right person for the 
other part-time job of promotion 
in Greenbelt. Martin Bickford rec¬ 
ommended to the general manager 
that he “advertise the position 30 
as to get competition” and in that 
way he would ‘ broaden his base of 
operations.” If such a job could 
not be filled locally, it was Mr. 
BicKford's recommendation that it 
be advertised in Washington news¬ 
papers. 

Ben Rosenzweig gave a report on 
his attendance at the New York 
Conference for the planning of the 
FX2I summer institute and went on 
record as recommending that GCS 
underwrite the summer session for 
$100, as it did last year. This year’s 
Institute will be held at Wellesley, 
August 5 to 15. The question of how 
many delegates to send came up, 
but was not discussed. It was sug¬ 
gested that in the event a large 
delegation of store employees be 
sent, there should be one person re¬ 
sponsible for the delegation’s at¬ 
tendance at various lectures or ses¬ 
sions of particular value and inter¬ 
est to Greenbelt’s operations.

In his statement at the annual 
meeting last week, Board candi¬ 
date Marlin Bickford outlined four 
points for our cooperative stores:

other 4 cents for the margarine you 
would need to replace the fat you 
miss in the skim milk and the nu¬ 
tritional equivalent of a whole 
quart of milk is 8 x k cents. 
PASSING AN A&P STORE? 
MAKE A PROFIT ON THE, TRIP 
When you pass an A&P store, 
you can easily make yourself about 
75 cents to a dollar by taking ad¬ 
vantage of a few of their outstand¬ 
ing buys. Evaporated milk usually 
carries a very low markup. It may 
b^ that the ownership of produc¬ 
tion facilities, or the use of evapo¬ 
rated milk as a loss leader, is re¬ 
sponsible for A&P selling evapo¬ 
rated milk at a price which is 
probably lower than what GCS 
pays for it. Whatever the reason, 
you can save 1 cents on each can 
if yoli buy evaporated milk at the 
A&P. Thus, if you buy a case of 
48 you can save 64 cents (at 3 for 
38 cents, as against 14 cents a can 
in GCS or Safeway). 

Another outstanding buy is a 2- 
lb. loaf of cheese food for 79 cents, 
2-lb. loaf of American cheese for 
99 cents, a 2-lb. loaf of “Swiss 
• Cheese” for $1. The latter, a de¬ 
licious blend of American and 
Swiss cheese, is quite good. Sav¬ 
ings on the above cheeses are 8 
cents or more. Another good buy 
is spaghetti or macaroni in a 3-lb. 
package at 45 cents You save 6 
cents, roughly a 12% saving. 
These outstanding buys are avail¬ 
able day in, day out, but for the 
sake of convenience, it pays to 
get a 2-month supply of these 
items.

Letters To The Editor 

SLOT MACHINES 

I note from the press that efforts 
are being made to legalize slot ma¬ 
chines in Prince George’s County, 
and a recently published letter in 
the name of the Prince George's 
County Small Businessmen’s Com¬ 
mittee leads us to believe that en¬ 
actment of the law will hit the 
jackpot from the standpoint of our 
tax burdens. The propaganda cir¬ 
culated in 1949 endorsing a similar 
bill tells us that the County w r ould 
realize $250,000. per year from these 
machines, while the present esti¬ 
mate, which cannot be justified, is 
$632,753—more than double. Ap¬ 
parently the machines now-, to be 
legalized will be considerably more 
doped up than those contemplated 
two years ago. If a complete list 
of all members of this sponsoring- 
group were published, giving the 
true names of the proprietors, the 
nature of the business conducted 
and its address, it would be a real 
public service. It would also be of 
interest if the public were informed 
of the complete cost of the last slot 
machine campaign, including actual 
cash expenditures as well as any 
gratuities that may have been pass¬ 
ed around, in accordance with the 
requirements of The Corrupt Prac¬ 
tices Act of Maryland. 

Whether the proposed legislation 
is to limit such machines to use by 
Veterans, Charitable, Fraternal, 
Religious, Fire Department, Civil 
or Educational Organizations, it is 
nothing more than a clever device 
to enable the gambling racketeers 
to get a toe hold upon the lush area 
of the County. When Anne Arun¬ 
del, Charles, Calvert and St. Mary’s 
are cited, it should be borne in 
mind that none of those counties 
have their territories bordering the 
District of Columbia which is re¬ 
garded as one of the outstanding 
cities of our country in gambling, 
racketeering and other lawless ac¬ 
tivities. It is my belief that en¬ 
actment of the proposed law would 
extend the beckoning finger to 
Washington’s underworld, includ¬ 
ing such gentry as the big time 
racketeers, thugs, street walkers, 
hopheads and the rest of the dregs 
of human stew. I for one am very 
much opposed to my tax burden 
being lightened by any such outfit. 

I feel that a large measure of the 
success of the Republican party in 
the election last November is be¬ 
cause of its pledge to drive the 
gamblers and crooks from the 
County and to inaugurate police 
reforms. My observation is that 
an excellent start has been made, 
but the sanction of our delegates 
of this proposed bill will be a de¬ 
liberate slap in the face, not only 
to the loyal Republicans in the 
County, but also to the many thous¬ 
ands of Democrats who joined in 
the Republican success and with¬ 
out whose aid it could never have 
been realized. There is little doubt 
that the representative people of 
the County are more interested in 
clean County than in the increase 
in its revenue by any such device 
as is proposed by this law. We all 
know that the slot machine racket 
is closely tied in with the Nation¬ 
wide criminal gangs who will be 
the real beneficiaries of the law. 
We also know that any revenue de¬ 
rived by the County from these ma¬ 
chines will be peanuts in compari¬ 
son with the “take”, and in this re¬ 
spect it might be interesting if 
the public could be acquainted with 
the average amounts taken in by 
such machines and the manner and 
percentages in which the revenue 
is divided. It would also be inter¬ 
esting if the puolic were furnished 
with testimonials of those who have 
enriched themselves by playing 
these machines. 

I find myself in agreement with 
one statement in the published 
letter, to the effect that we should 
besiege our Legislators in Annap¬ 
olis. Those in sympathy with the 
views here expressed can be of no 
help if they don’t do something 
about it.
